The report of the New York Board of 
Health shows that the milk consumed in 
that city is tearfully and wondertully 
made. As the result of a large number of 
experiments made by Dr. CuanpieR, the 
chemical expert of the board, it is determ- 
ined that the “metropolitan” milk is com- 
posed, on the average, of three parts of 
pure wnilk and one part of water. Last 
year New York and Brooklyn received 
from the country 120,000,900 quarts of 
milk. To this were added 40,000,000 
quarts of water, and the mixture 
was sold at ten cepts per quart, or four 
millions of dollars paid for Croton water 
diaguised as milk. In many of the speci- 
mens apalyzed the proportion of water 
was over one-half, and quite a number of 
enterprising dealers managed to get fifty- 
six per cent. of water into their cans. 


Speaker Buanre bas been nominated 
for re-election to Congress trom the Third 
District of Mame. In announcimg the 
fact, the Washington Chronicle pays him 
thie very unmerited compliment “Mr. 
Buanre bas made a model presiding offi- 
cer, and we do not doubt that the Republi- 
cans of his district will returm him to the 
field of duty for which he is 80 eminently | 
qualified, by reason of bis long experience, | 
vigorous mdustry and ‘rare legislative 
ability.”

Dur- 
ing the war Captain Crowk commanded a 
Confederate regiment. Alter the war he | 
joined the Radical party.
